While the unprecedented total 
of 1824 acre feet consumed in the 
water year ending September 39, 
1946, was an all time high and 
approaches the average total 
maximum production available 
from both tunnels and wells for 
the past six years, it was brought 
out that our early rains, totaling 
over 20 Inches to date, followefJ 
by normal rainfall the balance of 
the season should carry the city 
through the coming summer with¬ 
out difficulty. 

This will not be a safe basts 
on which to plan for the future, 
since a continuance of our present 
rate of increase {1331 acre feet 
in 1940 to 1824 acre feet in 
1946) will soon over-reach our 
currently available supply, Mr. 
Conkling pointed out. 

Several methods of increasing 
the city’s supply were discussed, 
the most important being; 

1. Conservation of additional 
surface flow from the proposed 
Big Santa Anita Flood Oontro! 
diversion works. 

2. Purchase of certain well 

rights now privately owned in and 
near Sierra Madre. ^ 

3. Purchase of certain 
rights In the Western Bb I 
Since the western portion of S; 1 
Ira Madre overlies' the Weste.i't 
I Basin, it was pointed out thajL 
such water would not be • con¬ 
sidered as export from the West¬ 
ern or Pasadena Basin. 

4, Further survey of the upper 
Little Santa Anita Canyon water 
at the old Quarter Way House 
diversion works from a stand¬ 
point of increased production as 
well as reduced pumping costs

Neighbor Loses Pet | 
By Dread Disease 

Our good neighbor is rightfully 
grieving over the loss of a beauti¬ 
ful white oat. The animal con¬ 
tracted enteritis which in cats is 
usually fatal. The first indication 
of the infection is that the cat 
•A'ill not eat, sleeps all day. The 
illness is a swelling of the throat 
which makes it impossible for the 
cat to eat and it starves to 
death. The disease is very con- 
tageous and cats are Infected 
only from another cat. It is not 
.'afe to have a cat in the house 
lor six months on account of 
contagion. By keeping the ani¬ 
mals warm and feeding them 
liquids with a medicine dropper 
a few cases have pulled through 
Young cats are especially sus¬ 
ceptible. The safest thing to do 
is to have the cat immunized 
which means two trips to the 
veterinarian. It is probable that 
many pets crawl away and die 
before the family realizes what 
has happened.

“Cutting the Queue That 
Started The Revolution” 
Told by Capt. O’Banion

How he cut off the queue that 
■started the Chinese Revolution of 
1911, leading to the overthrow of |

This first queue to be officially 
removed was in Captain O’Ban- 
ion's possession until a few years 
ago. He now regrets its loss for 
the historic value which it would 
have in a museum. j 

O’Banion’s connection wdth the 
Chinese revolution began when he 
was handed a letter of recommen¬ 
dation from the Adjutant-General 
I of the War Department, on his 
discharge from the United States 
Army in 1902. 

; The young first-sergeant of 
I cavalry had served with distinc- 
; tion in the Philippine insurrection, ^ 
j and he was being recommended 
Gen. Homer Lea in Los | 
les, who had asked for a 1 
with certain qualifications. 

most war veterans, , 
of uniform. O’Banion 
had his fill of military life for 
the time, and kept the letter for 
while he worked <pi a 
ranch in Orange County, ^Cali¬ 
fornia. 

At the end of a year, however, 
the young veteran decided to con¬ 
tact General Lea, to see what he 
had in mind. 

Somewhat to his surprise, 
O’Banion found Homer Lea in the 
dress uniform of a lieutenant- 
general of the Chinese Imperial 
Reform Army. When be learned 
that the purpose of the Chinese 
revolution was to overthrow the 
corrupt Manchu government and 
restore the country’s rule to the 
people, with as little bloodshed 
as possible, the young cavalry¬ 
man agreed to join General Lea’s 
forces. From June 1903 until the 
revolution ended in 1912, he was 
to serve as an officer in the 
Chinese Reform Aftriy. 

At about the samfe time, O'Ban¬ 
ion was commissioned as captain 
of Troop D, 1st Cavalry Squadron 
of the California National Guard, 
by Governor George C. Pardee. 
The troops met regularly and 
drilled in Exposition park, Los 
Angeles. 

The cavalry captain was now I 
a busy man. In addition to his j 
military responsibilities, he was I 
operating a horse market and 
feed store right at the west en¬ 
trance of the present Los Angeles 
Union station, which was then in 
the heart of Chinatown. He was 
also designated as a special police 
officer in the Chinese section of 
the city. His success in dealing 
I with the various tongs and other 
1 factions he attributes to the fact

When England changed New 
Year’s Day from March 25 to 
January 1 in 1752 and adopted 
the Gregorian calendar, thou- 
.sands of Englishmen suffered a 
prolonged ’’lost week end”- and 
it wasn’t cau.sed by an excess of 
holiday conviviality. 

The change in the cal-endar 
made it necessary to wipe out 
11 days of the year, which was 
done by declaring that the day 
after September 2 was September 
14, not September 3. This brought 
England into .step with the 
Catholic countries, which had 
adopte-d the Gregorian calendar 
in 1.582. 

During the early Middle Ages, 
March 25 was considered the 
first day of the new year by most 
Christian peoples, but in Anglo- 
Saxon England, New Year’.s Day 
fell on what is now Chri.stmas 
December 25. At the time of the 
Norman Conquest of England, 
however, William the Conqueror 
ordered that the year should start 
on the first of Januar.v, po.ssibly, 
it is believed, becau.se his coro¬ 
nation was scheduled for that 
date. 

Still later, England reverted to 
the custom ob.servt”d by the rest 
of Christendom and began her 
year on the 2,5th of March and 
that date remained the lirsL ol 
the legal and ecclesiastical year 
until 1752, when the calendar 
was adju.sted to the Gregorian 
sy.stem which is still in u.se today. 

The ancient Egyptians, Phoe¬ 
nicians and Persians began their 
year at the autumnal equinox.

The Mount Wilson Trail

! The mo.st notewortiiy of South¬ 
ern California’s mountain trails 
is our own Mount Wilson Trail 
which leads up from Mountain 
Trail Avenue. Clinging to the 
I mountain sides west of .Sierra 
Madre Canyon it climb.s the sev- 
I en or eight miles to the Peak 
near the .astronomical Observa¬ 
tory. A le.a.ser trail, Sturtevant’s 
follows more nearly the canyon’s 
bed. 

Much history and tradition sur¬ 
round the first named trail. It 
was built without reference either 
to the Ob.servatory or to Sierra 
Madre for neither was on the 
map at the time. As to its his¬ 
tory the writer is indebted to 
: Dr. Arthur C. Pritchard, who 
kindly permitted him to read a 
I well written and exhaustive paper 
1 on the subject prepared for and 
read before the Sierra Madre His¬ 
torical Society by Arthur Carter. 
Miss Hawks of our city also gave 
him much information. 

The Trail was built by Benja¬ 
min D. Wilson in 1864.Mr. Wilson 
who also gave his name to our 
best known mountain, came to 
California from Na.shville, Ten¬ 
nessee, in 1841. Incidentally, Ben¬ 
jamin Wilson was grandfather of 
the late General George S. Pat- 
j ton, colorful figure in 'VA'orld War 
III. Mr. Wilson built the Trail to 
bring in pine timber for use in 
I tfie vallej’. 

All this is authentic history. 
Mr. Wilson wa.s a man of enter¬ 
prise and .activity. But, moving 
backward in time, where his¬ 
tory leaves off, tradition begins. 
Many believe, and with apparent¬ 
ly good reason, that the hi.storic 
Mount Wilson trail really aided 
in and began with the building 
of the Mis.sion San Gabriel Arch¬ 
angel some 80 years earlier. 

When the writer, on a recent 
visit to ’’the Pride of the Mis¬ 
sions”, asked the courteous guide 
just where the first Fathers got 
the heavy timbers that went into 
the famous structure he said at 
once, "From the mountains above 
Sierra Madre.” But when asked 
if they built the Mount Wilson 
Trial 'for that purpose he .s«M: 
”I have no knowledge of that.” 
So much for known history. 
Where, then, does tradition come 


I They built for permanence, .as 
i benefited their divine purpose, 
j They had prophetic vision, but 
they were not visionaries. They 
jhad "come to stay.” It is ap- 
j proaching 200 years but the in- 
j fluence of these missionary build- 
1 ers .still remains. 

Now these pioneer builders, be- 
j ginning with the saintly Father 
Junipero Serra, him.self, in their 
I number, were eminently .shrewd, 

I hard-headed, practical men. They 
knew where, when and how to 
build. They knew how to train 
I and direct Indian labor. It must 
j have taken hundreds of men, 

I many mules, much time and pa¬ 
tience to .select, prepare and 
transport all this material from 
the mountains, to say nothng of 
the actual building, 

• They picked, prepared and fol- 
1 lowed trails. They had to, there 
J was no other way. The long con¬ 
tinued latKir must have worn 
these ancient trails ileep and 
j wide. But. the lieevs.iily oiiec 
i pas.sed, and the last beam of 
I joist carrie'd down by mule back, 
the old mountain trail was aban¬ 
doned. The Padres were not week¬ 
end hikers! 

.So the ’ rutted old trail deter- 
I iorated. Wind, driving storm and 
the growth of underbrush through 
eight long decades filled and ob¬ 
literated the old paths, worn ileep 
. by mule and bare-footed laborers. 

! The mountain highway 'disappear- 
I ed and was forgotten. 

But not quite! Earth work.s, 

I mounds, caves, foot-paths, last 
J long. And besides, the instinct 
: for the .shortest and easiest route 
; is native to man and beast alike, 
i So the assumption that the 
; Trail, worn by the feet of laden 
mules, Indian neophite and white 
overseer; the crude Trail cut into 
, the mountain side or Canyon bed. 
j guided at least to some extent 
I the later improved Trail seems 
well founded. We in these modem 
days, when the trained engineer 
with tripod and line has taken 
over, are apt to forget that the 
early explorer, in going around 
a hill, may reach about the same 
result as the engineer who tun¬ 
nels through it. 

Anyway the adventurous moun¬ 
tain climber and the troops of 
boy and girl scouts, hikers from 
Sierra Madre, Los Angeles and: 
other valley towns should know | 
that ghosts of the old romantic ^ 
days also frequent these moun¬ 
tain sides and Canyon depths I 
It will do the young hikers no 
barm to keep the perspective of 
history in view. And if we must , 
have authentic dates and docu- ! 
mented facts, let us remember 
that tradition is the poetry of, 
history and the sou! of dated and j 
documented history books. Where | 
there is smoke there is fire; and 
where there is tradition there is 
history. |

Here is a recipe for soap dtai can 
he used for dishwashin.g, general 
housework and the laundering uf 
heavy wiiiie cot- 
ton goods and

Tltc soap you will make will be 
grantdar or, if you prefer, you can 
mold it into bars. The old fashioned 
bars of soap your grandmother made 
were extremely strong and harmful to 
hands and clothes. The soap you will 
make will Isc purer because the harm¬ 
ful free alkali will be removed by 
washing. 

Follow the recipe and instructions 
given below. 

Ui* teftovar Fata 

Fats that can be used for making 
hard soaps include beef tallow, lard, 
palm oil, or any other type of meat 
fat such as pork or bacon. If the fat 
is clear, you can be sure it's clean 
(which is important). Otherwise a 
g<x)d way to clean it is to "try it out” 
with potatoes. To do this, peel a raw 
potato, slice and put slices into melted 
fat. Cook until potatoes arc well done 
— pcriiaps even burned, and fat is 
dear. Strain mixture through metal 
strainer and remove foreign matter 
and use clear fat as described below. 
Utensil 

For making soap use either an 
enamel, glass, or iron pan—preferably 
the doubleboiler type. Aluminum or 
copperware can be ruined b\' the 
chemical action of th: lye used. 

Ingredients 
1 can lye (13 ounces) 

2'/, cups cold water 
0 cups fat 

Procedure 

(1) Dissolve the lye in the roW 
w.t.er, but with cautiun, because the 
ciie.nical action of the lye with the 
water makes a hot solution. 

(2) In the upper part of the double 
li..!.er, melt the fat over low or medi- 
U ..1 heat. 

(3) Carefully add the lye solution 
to the fat. Cook for 29 minutes over 
medium heat, stirring well. This mix¬ 
ture will bubble vigorously so take 
rare not to get splattered. 

(4) After 29 tPinutes, add about Vi 
cup mote water to maintain a Vi to Vi 
inch layer of clear water in the bottom 
of the pan. 

(9) Place the top of the double 
boiler containing the soap mixture 
into the lower part of the double 
boiler, which is filled with boiling 
water. Allow mixture to cook until 
smalt portion of the floating soap, 
when dropped into hot water, will 
make a good suds. 

(6) Remove the top of the double 
boiler and allow the mixture to cool. 
Then chill in the refrigerator until 
tile soap is thutuuglily hardened. 

(7) Pour soap mixture into a sieve 
and wash it to remove the harmful 
alkali. Caution; hold sieve over sink 
and flush sink with plenty of water. 

^ To wash the soap 

dip sieve into a 
y pan (not alumi- 

num) of ice 
water and stir 
soap with a wood- 
spoon in sieve 
to insure com¬ 
plete washing of all particles of soap. 
Continue washing until soap is while 
to ecru in color, but be careful not to 
dissolve all of the soap. If you get 
any of the unwashed soap on your 
hands, wash your hands immediately 
in plenty of tunning water until the 
slimy soapy feeling is gone. 

If granular soap is desired, spread 
wet soap on a bread board covered 
with waxed paper, and allow to dry. 

If a bar soap is desired, knead wet 
soap on waxed paper on bread board 
into one mass. Place on a baking or 
roasdng pan and allow to harden. 
Cut into bars.
